Ihen 
one sprang upon the shoulders of an- 
other and began to ascend the pole. It 
took many trials—all carried out with 
infinite jest and grimace—but at last an 
agile fellow got to the cross-piece and 
swung bimself astride it.

Some 
of them have been unable to carry a 
musket for years, and many of them 
spend half their time in the guard- 
house for drunkenness. They can 
stay in the army for thirty years and 
retire upon a pension, if they so elect. 

Apart from the direct evil resulting 
from the presence of such men in the 
army, they do much harm by keeping 
better men away. There is, fortu- 
nately, no need for the United States to 
attempt to rival the great European 
powers in the magnitude of its stand- 
ing army. Our army is small—some 
people think a little too #mall—but, be 
that as it may, its numerical inferiority 
makes it all the more desirable that in 
quality it should be beyond reproach. 
It should, in fact, be a corps d’elite, not 
a heterogeneous combination largely 
sprinkled with bummers, adventurers, 
and physical wrecks.

SOLID SENSE IN REFERENCE TO 
SEWER SYSTEMS. 


The Occidental Medical Times for 
November, published at Sacramento, 
contains an article on the sewerage of 
Los Angeles, which, after reciting the 
facts in connection with the recent 
sewer-bond election, has the following 
very sensible remarks in regard to 
what a sewer system should and 
should not be, under local. climatic 
conditions: 


It is by no means certain that the outfall 
scheme, as proposed, was the best attain- 
able. Water carriage is wasteful and un- 
scientific, while in this case it had not the 
merit of cheapness. We believe that the 
chief objection to the scheme lies in com- 
bining sewage and surface water in one 
system. A typical sewer should not be of 
r than is actually needed. 

he fi»w through this should be as nearly 
as possible uniform to insure flushing. 
Large drains with small discharge become 
graduiliy f@ul and finally degenerate into 
elongated cesspoeis, The artificial flush- 
ing of large sewersis a difficut matter, as 
be effectual the head of witer 
should be suflicient to almost fill the lumen 
of the drain. Throughout California this 
sewerage problem is very similar. There 
are two seasons, a wet anda dry, tolerably 
sharply divided. Tue rainfali occurs dur- 
ing a few montus, the actual number of 
days during which rain fails being few. 
Surface-water drains must be of consider- 
able capacity to receive aud rapidiy remove 
a large volume of water, and during several 
months of the year they will be practically 
dry. Thus, in Los Angeles, for the ten 
years from 1878 to 1888, the greatest annual 
rainfall was 40.30 inch the least 5.53 
inches, and the mean 16.51 inches. The av- 


0 
fore, de seen that during years 
the average number of days on which 
rain feil during the remaining eight months 
Was only 10. It is, therefore, uuder our 
climatic conditions, impossibie to/!-safely 
combine the two systems A grave objec- 
tion to combining them is the danger of 
untrapping house drains by the sudden 
ingress of a body of storm water dispiacing 
gas, accumulated in the upper portion of the 
main sewer. This can be avoided during 
flushing by thorough ventilation, but a sud- 
den and heavy raintal! places it beyond con- 
trol. ‘There appears to be no question that 
Los Angeles can dispose of its sewage on 
land to the south ot the city at a compara- 
tively small expense, and in the must ap- 
manner, during most of the year. 
n the wet months, further facilities will 
be demanded, and are ro doubt obtainable.

SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


| BEES AND HONEY ~ 
In California—A Brief History by a 
| Ventura Man, | 
TVentura Vidette} 
The bee industry in California dates 
to 1854, when a Mr. Appleton 
brought two colonies to Santa Ciara 
county and placed them on the Stock- 
ton ranch near San José. Bees from 
those two colonies were often seen six 
and seven miles away from home. 
Tuey did so well that other importa- 
tions soon followed, and in two or 
three years some two or perhaps more 
colonies were introduced. Frum those 
colonies the States of California. Ore- 

n, Washington aud Arizona have 

n stocked. In Southern Calilornia 
bees are found everywhere. In this 
(Ventura) county they are found in 
the housetops, in trees, between brick 
wails, in cliffs of rock, and for want of 
a better place they find shelter and 
room in badger and squirrel holes in 
the ground. 

The writer of this article —— 
some of the first bees that were shipped 
to the State in 1859. 1 sold 17 colonies 
for $1700. Honey was worth $1 per 

und. Two years later they sold for 
$3 per colony. The price per colony 
runges from 50 cents to 81 in box hives, 
to $1.60 to 84 in movable frame or 
Longstroth hive, according to quality 
of hive and condition of colony. I took 
charge of two apiaries in 1884, 
located on the Simi ranch in 
this county. The two contained 
444 colonies and were located 
two and a half miles apart. The total 
yield of extracted honey from those 
two apiaries(now three, another having 
been located in 1885, and their increase 
in swarms now numbering in all 1500 
colonies) has been 568.000 pounds, or 
284 tons. The largest amount made in 
any one year was in 1884, when 87} 
tons were taken from 552 colonies, and 
the apiaries increased in number to 
1200. The lightest yield in any one 
year was last year, when only eight 
tons were taken from 1500 colonies. 
The highest price obtained for honey 
in any one year was 7 cents, the lowest 
4 cents 

The Italian seems to be the favorite 
race of bees in this State, though I 
find the Cyprian to be well suited to 
our mountain ranges. They seem to 
have greater wing power than any 
other. They are quick to resent an in- 
jury and will give you a warm recep- 
tion when they are all at home ona 
cold day. I have just received five 
Cornelian queens from the East, which 
I will cross with a like number of Ital- 
ians recently received. They are 
shipped through the mails in wooden 
cages covered with wire cloth. Each 
queen is accompanied with eight or ten 
workers for warmth and company. 
They were six days in the mails. 
The last five received only had one 
dead bee in the whole lot. The 
average number of colonies kept in this 
country is about 14,500. The average 
yield of honey to the colony is about 70 
pounds. My apiaries of 552 colonies 
produced 317 pounds to the colony in 
one. Some smaller ones gathered 400 

unds to the colony, that of Mr. Will- 
am Whittaker of Piru City. Last 
-year some apiaries gathered no honey. 
One apiary in the county, of 280 colo 
nies, this yeargathered 12 tons of honey 
from the wild hoarhound. The color of 
the honey is not as light as our 83 
boney.

There is probably no- better time for 
building and arranging a house 
for the poultry than e harvest 
and stacking work is over. It need not, 
and in a majority of casés should not, 
be a costly building. most room 
for the least money should be an im- 
portant consideration. - 


fering too much with the arrangement 
of the farm buildings, the poultry- 
house should be convenient to the 
orchard, Where the poultry can be 
allowed a free range among the trees 
fruit and fowl will be benefited. 

One of the tirst items is to have dry 
land. This implies a situation where 
good drainage can be given readily. 
Then with a good roof the fowls can 
have a dry house. 

Let it face to the south, or at least 
arranged so that plenty of sunlight 
can be given in this way, and provid- 
ing for plenty of sunlight during the 
winter. Arrange also to afford good 
ventilation during the summer, or 
whenever it may be needed. Good 
rough boards, well battened with 
tarred papers on the inside, will make 
it sufficiently warm for all ordinary 
purposes. A shed roof will be the 
cheapest, especially for a small 
house, such as ordinarily will be 
needed on the farm. Have the nes‘s in 
the darkest corners of the roosts and 
nests ure ail to be in one room. Make 
the roosts all ona level, and arrange 
30 that they can readily be taken down 
to be cleaned when needed. Flat 
strips are preferable to round poles; 
plane smooth and oil. The nests, as far 
as possible, Should be made in the same 
way, as it will be necessary to take 
down and clean in order to keep down 
the hill, as well as to change the ma- 
terials in the nests. If the nests are 
made permanent the work of keeping 
clean will be considerably increased, 
and in planning this kind of work con- 
venience must always be considered. 
Then with most that are easily taken 
down the work of whitewashing and 
cleaning will be much less. 

A house 16 feet square will ordi- 
narily be plenty large for all the poul- 
try that it will be desirable to keep on 
an average farm, with the exception of 
ducks, and a separate place should be 
provided for them, as it is not a good 
plan to keep them with the other poul- 
try. An earth floor will answer pro- 
vided it can be kept dry, but if not 
then make a tight board floor. There 
is another good advantage in a board 
floor, and that is it can be cleaned 
easier. A board floor ought at least to 
be provided for feeding grain and 
other materials upon, and to be 80 
made as to be cleaned readily, as filth 
in any ferm breeds disease. Properly 
managed, poultry can be made very 
profitable, but in doing this a good 
~ will be found almost indispens- 
Able.

IN Histo RY. 


The most wonderful example of ex- 
treme old age on record is that of 
Thomas PARR, who Was born at Win- 
nington, Shropshire, England, in 1483. 
His father, John Parr, was an agricul- 
tural laborer, and Thomas followed 
the same occupation. He remained a 
bachelor until 80, when he married his 
first wife, with whom he lived 32 years, 
and eight years after her death, at the 
age of 120, he married a second time. 
In 1685, when he was past 152 years 
old, he was visited by the Earlof Arun- 
del, who was greatly struck by the in- 
telligence and venerable demeanor of 
Thomas Parr. The Eari induced the 
old man to visit London. The journey 
was made on a horse-litter, and the old 
man was overwhelmed with the atten- 
tions of multitudes of visitors. It 
would have been better to have left 
Parr in his native village, as, partly 
owing to the fatigue of the journey 
and the crowds which thronged to see 
him, and, above all, to the unwonted 
mode of life he led, the old man ere 
many months were over fell ill and 
died. He was buried on November 
15, 1635, in Westminster Abbey, where 
a monument was erected to his mem- 


ory. 

Formerty, COMETS were supposed to 
cause numerous ills as well as benefits 
to mankind. The celebrated vintage 
of 1811 and the abundant crops were 
attributed to the great comet of that 
year, and the plague of London was 
thought by many to have arisen 
through a similar cause. The first 
mau to bring comets within a sphere 
of physical laws was Edmund * 
After Flamsteed had published h 
careful observations on the comet of 
1680, Sir Isaac Newton was able to de- 
termine what kind of a curve it marked 
out in the heavens, and then Dr. Hal- 
ley, after investigation, came to the 
conclusion that the comets of 1531, 1607 
and 1682 were one and the same comet, 
which tukes about seventy-six years to 
make its journey around the sun. 
After making corrections for afew dis- 
turbing causes, he predicted that the 
comet would again appear late in 1768 
or early in 1759. French 
mathematician, Lalande, calculated 
that April, 1759, would be the time 
of the reappearance, or rather of its 
perihelion or nearest approach to the 
sun. The comet was espied December 
25, 1758, and passed its rihelion 
March 13, 1759. This would have been 
a greut triumph for Halley had he 
been living, and it was agreed to call 
this —— Ialley's Comet, which, it was 
expected, would reappear in 1835. In 
1829 Pontecoulant, a French mathema- 
tician, fixed upon the 14th of Novem- 
ber, 1835, as the probable date. On 
August 5th of that year the comet was 
detected at Rome; it was visible to the 
naked eye in September, attained its 
— brilliancy about the middle of 


the 15th of November, within one day 
of the time calculated by Pontecou- 
lant. It is now settled that the comets 
of 1378, 1056, 1531, 1607, 1759 and 1835 
are only so many successive appear- 
ances at intervals of about 76 years 
apart, and astronomers are that 
it willappear again in or about the 
year 1911. 
Lovers of opera still enjoy the pro- 
ductions of JOHANN CHRISTOPH VON 
GLUCK, the celebrated German com- 
poser, who was born in 1714 He 
studied under Martini in Italy, visited 


by Marie Antoinette. He is ed 
in a measure as the founder of dra- 
matic music. Among his productions 
are the operas of Artaxerxes, The Fall 
of the Giants, Alceste, Orfeo and Iphe- 

nia in Tauris. He died November 15, 


787. 

On the 15th of November, 1712, a 
singularly ferocious DUEL was fought 
in Kensington Gardens, London. The 
keepers of Hyde Park, on the morning 
of the day, were alarmed by the clash- 
ing of swords, and rushing to the spot 
whence the sound proceeded, found 
two noblemen weltering in their blood. 
These were Lord Mohun, who was 
already dead, and the Duke of Hamil- 
ton, who expired in the course 


of a few minutes. The seconds, 
, Col. Hamilton for the Duke 
and Gen. Macartney for Lord 


Mohun, crossed swords and fought with 
equal rancor. Hamilton was arrested, 
but Macartney fled to France. The 
incident threw London into a ferment, 
and the Tory party denounced the 
duel as a murder, committed to wound 
its party in a vital point. It seems, 


* | however, that all the party, principals 


as well as seconds, were so transported 
by the ferocity of their personal 
enmity as to neglect all the laws, both 


of the gladiatorial art and of the 


duelling code, and to engage each 
other with the fury of savages or wild 
beasts. Such were the pleasantries of 
political warfare which preceded the 
transference of the crown from the 
house of Stuart to the house of Han- 
over and the ancestor of the present 
Queen. 

Today is the anniversary of the birth 
of the illustrious WILLIAM Prrr, Earl 
of Chatham, 1708; the poet Cowper, in 
1731, and the celebrated astronomer, 
Sir William Herschel, in 1738, and of 
the death of the great astronomer, 
John Kepler, in 1630.
